Supporters, cops flock to 
site of original N.Y. protest

New York Police encircled Lower Manhattan’s 
Zuccotti Park on Sunday as protesters geared 
up to observe the one-year anniversary of Oc- 
cupy Wall Street. 

A loosely organized group of demonstra- 
tors first gathered in New York one year ago 
Monday as part of a movement that thrust 
“the 99 percent” into the political lexicon. 
The protests spread to dozens of cities across 
theU.S. 

On Saturday police said, they made “mul- 
tiple arrests,” charging protesters on various 
counts including disorderly conduct, resisting 
arrests and felony assault. 

Video of the scene showed people near the 
park being detained, while others banged on 


drums and shouted. Zuccotti Park is located 
in the city’s financial district. 

The group’s messages have ranged from 
protecting the environment to protests over 
education costs. There’s been an overriding 
theme of condemning income inequality and 
social injustice. 

Occupy put out a statement saying “the 
day’s events are about flexing people power in 
the streets and utilizing public spaces.” 

“The Occupy movement continues to uti- 
lize culturally creative tactics to build the 
movement for social and economic justice,” 
the group said. 

The movement also has been criticized for 
its lack of focus and over reliance on a physi- 
cal space. 

“The camp is one of the central points for 
the first couple of months and that’s just not 
a sustainable form of protest,” said Fordham 


University professor Heather Gautney refer- 
ring to Zuccotti Park. 

“So I think there was a transition into more 
localized acts of protest but they never really 
had the momentum that the camps had.” 

Occupy had “a problem of transitioning 
into a new strategy,” she said. 


The group’s mantra has traditionally been 
directed against the so-called privileged i per- 
cent of society— such as banks, the mortgage 
industry insurance providers and others. 

The 99 percent is a reference to the broad- 
er public, which the group said had been un- 
dermined by those institutions.

Want to shed the green 
guilt? In the dark about 
how to go a little easier 
on Mother Nature in 
Chicago? Here’s a quick 
guide to some city ser- 
vices and programs you 
might not know about. 

Multi-Unit Recycling: 
In Chicago, buildings 
with five or more sepa- 
rate units are considered 
“multi-unit” structures, 
and they have their own 
rules for recycling. If you 
live in a larger build- 
ing or high-rise, you still 
should be able to re- 
cycle. City code requires 
building owners or con- 
do associations to pro- 
vide a written recycling 
plan to all residents and 
annually update them 
about how to participate 
in the plan. New resi- 
dents also must be in- 
formed of the plan upon 
moving in, and all ten- 
ants must be informed 
of any changes 10 days 
before they happen. 

Blue Bin Blues: 
Residents who are not 
currently a part of the 
blue cart recycling 
program have options. 
The city has 37 drop-off 
points for recyclable 
materials. They are open 
seven days a week dur- 
ing daylight hours and 
accept the same materi- 
als that can be discarded 
in blue carts. Important 
note: Any plastic bags 
used to haul the recy- 
clables to the site aren’t 
accepted in the bins. 

Waste not: Wasted 
food is one of the big- 
gest sources of “green 
guilt.” Since 2007, 
the city has allowed 
residents to maintain 
small-scale compost 
operations in their back- 
yards without a permit. 
Leftover food and other 
organic waste can be 
responsibly disposed 
of this way, as opposed 
to tossing it in the 
dumpster.

Turn off that light; it’s wasting energy: 

Do you really have to drive? 

You remembered to separate the organics 
for the compost bin, didn’t you? 

Even with an ever-growing chorus of tip- 
sters giving such advice in everyday life and 
pop culture, it’s not easy being green. 

Max Boeh of Lakeview says he has trouble 
keeping up. The 23-year-old does his best to 
live green, but sometimes he falls short— par- 
ticularly when it comes to recycling. He has 
been known to toss plastics and other reus- 
able items out with the rest of the garbage. 
And he’s not 100 percent sure the bin his 
landlord designated for recycling is even be- 
ing used for that purpose. He doesn’t have a 
blue recycling cart from the city 

“I feel kind of bad about it, I just don’t have 
easy access to [recycling],” he said. 

Boeh is just one of many Americans who 
will admit to green guilt. While his thing is 
recycling, there are a host of eco-friendly 
activities Americans feel ashamed about ne- 
glecting, according to a recent survey by the 
Shelton Group, a marketing firm that focuses 
on sustainability and energy efficiency issues. 
Thirty-nine percent of those polled said they 
feel guilty about wasting food, with other 
issues such as leaving the lights on, wast- 
ing water and not recycling ranking in the 
Top 5 on a list of the country’s eco-regrets. 

Jessica Villalobos, 29, of Edison Park, has 


two children and finds herself without the 
time to separate her recyclables from the 
trash. On top of that, her neighborhood isn’t 
part of the city’s blue cart program, which 
means her recyclables aren’t picked up picked 
up by city workers or private contractors. In- 
stead, she has to take them to one of 37 collec- 
tion sites throughout the city, something she 
said is low on her priority list. 

“If we had the blue bins here I am 100 per- 
cent sure we would be [recycling],” she said. 

The blue cart program, which began test- 
ing in 2005, is expected to reach all neighbor- 
hoods in the city by the end of 2013, according 
to Chris Sauve, program director for recycling 
in the Department of Streets and Sanitation. 
Currently, about 260,000 households have 
the blue carts, of about 600,000 households 
total. In 2011, 54,554 tons of recycling was col- 
lected, or about 13.5 percent of all trash col- 
lected in the city In 2010, 13.4 percent of all 
trash was recyclables. 

“We’ve seen a pretty good reaction actu- 


ally,” Sauve said of expansions that happened 
earlier this year, one of which was on the West 
Side. “Eolks were very happy that the program 
was rolling out to their neighborhood.” 

Still, some say they are in the dark about 
their options for recycling. 

“I think it’s ... a matter of making [informa- 
tion] easily accessible to people,” Boeh said. 
When he moved to Chicago, Boeh said, he 
heard about his recycling options from his 
landlord. He said he would like to see the city 
get involved and perhaps send fliers or letters to 
new residents to inform them of their options. 
The city maintains chicagorecycles.org as a 
repository for all things recycling. Eor Boeh, 
it’s not enough. “Abu’ve got to step outside 
the box and catch people’s attention with 
something they are not used to seeing.” 

Not being diligent about recycling isn’t the 
only thing Toby Greenwalt, 32, of Portage 
Park, feels guilty about.

definitely in awareness,” he said. “At the same 
time I’m kind of lazy It’s kind of hard to al- 
ways take my beliefs and put them into prac- 
tice.” 

Not only does he let the recycling pile up 
in his garage only to throw it out, he said he 
feels bad about driving short distances as op- 
posed to taking the CTA. Additionally he said 
he has thought about building a compost pile 
for food waste, but he has delayed it because 
of the initial investment and time constraints. 
Still, he’s improved his home to become more 
energy efficient, and installed a smart water 
meter to track his water use. 

“I’d like to participate more, but I have a lot 
of stuff on my plate,” said Greenwalt, who has 
a young child. 

That’s a sentiment shared by Villalobos. 

“I wish I could do anything and everything 
I could possibly do to keep the environment 
at its cleanest,” she said. “But it’s pretty hard.”

RECYCLE FAILS 


Blue bin or garbage can? Even the recycling-savvy can make some common mistakes, and Chris Sauve of the 
Department of Streets and Sanitation knows it. His mantra? When in doubt, leave it out (of the recycling pile). 
Here’s a list of common trash-sorting mistakes, and how to fix them. m.s. 


Plastic grocery bags: Yes, 
they’re plastic. No, they don’t 
go in the bin. Bags should be re- 
cycled at the grocery store, where 
they can properly be sent off-site. 


Glass shards: Shattered fragments 
from windows and certain types 
of decorative glass shouldn’t be re- 
cycled. Because they are tempered 
differently than, say, a Snapple bottle, 
they belong in the trash. 


Aseptic packaging: A fancy name 
for orange juice containers and juice 
boxes-the kind with a wax-like coating 
-these items are commonly thrown in 
the trash. They are, however, meant for 
the blue bin. 

Styrofoam coffee cups: Those empty 
Dunkin’ Donuts containers, like most 
Styrofoam, are commonly mistaken for 
being recyclable, but they actually be- 
long in the trash. 


“It looks plastic”: Some items that 
look like other recyclable items actual- 
ly aren’t. Examples include toothpaste 
containers, certain types of plastic 
flower pots, inflatable pool toys, CDs 
and milk crates. 

Check labels carefully, as well as the 
top of the city’s blue bins (if you have 
one) to see what goes where. If you 
still aren’t sure, chicagorecycles.org 
can help.

The pictures have reignited a de- 
bate over privacy and freedom of the 
press, especially in Britain, where me- 
dia could face new regulations after a 
series of publishing scandals. 

All British papers have refrained 
from publishing the photographs, in- 
cluding the Sun, the only British title 
to run pictures of William’s brother 
Harry cavorting naked in a Las Vegas 
hotel last month. 

The Irish Daily Star paper published 
a two-page spread of lo photographs 


of the duchess from Closer magazine 
under the headline ‘Angry Kate to sue 
mag over snaps.” 

A teaser headline on the front page 
of Ireland’s best-selling tabloid prom- 
ised “the magazine shots everyone 
wants to see.” 

A spokeswoman for Prince William 
condemned the publication, saying: 


“There can be no motivation for this 
action other than greed.” 

Northern and Shell, the Irish paper’s 
British co-owner, said it was dismayed. 

Chairman Richard Desmond said 
he was taking “immediate steps to 
close down the joint venture” with In- 
dependent News and Media (INM), 
Ireland’s biggest media company

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Chicago streets light 
up prime-time shows

The city of Chicago is prominently featured 
in no fewer than three new TV series this fall, 
and not a single one has to fake locations on a 
Hollywood soundstage. Fox’s “The Mob Doc- 
tor,” NBC’s “Chicago Fire” and MTV’s “Un- 
deremployed” all are filmed in Chicago using 
local crews and at least some local actors. 

Combined with the Starz series “Boss,” 
which is nearing the halfway point of its sec- 
ond season, that makes a total of four shows 
to come out of the city in a calendar year. 
Showtime’s “Shameless” makes only occa- 
sional trips to Chicago to film its exterior 
scenes, but it is based in L.A. 

“This is a new high for us,” said Rich 
Moskal, who runs the Chicago Film Office. 
“We’ve never had this many one-hour drama 
series shoot here in one year.” He said the last 
time the city was host to multiple series was 
in 1999, with “Early Edition,” “Turks” and 
“Cupid.” 

While major film projects that come to 
Chicago (including 2008’s “The Dark Knight” 
and 20ii’s “Transformers: Dark of the Moon”) 
may seem like bigger fish, the “constant vol- 
ume of episodic television has longer-lasting 
[economic] benefits,” Moskal said. “Series 
production utilizes local resources by an even 
higher percentage than blockbuster features, 
increasing the expertise of our crew base, the 
capacity of our vendors and creating enor- 
mous opportunity for Chicago actors.” 


That means “as a production center, both in 
size and reputation, we grow exponentially” 

The arrival last year of Cinespace, the new 
production facility in North Lawndale, has 
helped make much of this possible, adding to 
the soundstage space long established at Chi- 
cago Studio City With two major soundstag- 
es in town, the city can now handle multiple 
TV series at once. 

None of it matters, however, if the shows 
get low ratings and are yanked off the air. Last 
fall, “The Playboy Club,” NBC’s retro ode to 
Hugh Hefner, lasted just three episodes. If all 
goes according to plan, both “The Mob Doc- 
tor” and “Chicago Fire” will be in town film- 
ing through the end of the year— if not longer. 

Could a “rivalry” softball game or bar trivia 
tournament be in order? 

“We accept,” said “Chicago Fire” execu- 
tive producer Dick Wolf “Mob Boss” co-star 
(and Evanston native) Zach Gilford is ready to 
make it happen. “We’d whup them!” he said. 
“They’re just a bunch of pretty-boy firefight- 
ers!” 

Let the TV games begin. 

“The Mob Doctor” debuts at 8 p.m. Mon- 
day on Fox. 

“Chicago Fire” debuts at 9 p.m. Oct. 10 on 
NBC. 

“Underemployed” debuts at 9 p.m. Oct. 16 
on MTV

\\ Ever since canned and bottled coffees flooded the U.S. 15 years or so ago, there’s been a steady increase in consumption 

I W as well as innovation. These days, ready- to-drink coffee is an almost billion-dollar bonanza— sales were $944 mil- 

^ I lion for the previous 12 months as of July, according to market research firm SymphonyIRI Group— with canned and 

f V bottled coffees targeting most every taste and lifestyle. 

We tasted 10 canned and bottled coffees from the dozens available, some newcomers as well as the granddaddy 
of canned coffee, UCC Coffee with Milk from Japan. Half had milk (or a milk product); the remainder included 
chocolate. Some were amped up with vitamins, some with green tea. We found them at supermarkets, convenience 
stores and an Asian market. They ranged in price from 13 cents per ounce to almost 33 cents per ounce. Some can be 
purchased on their own websites, others at amazon.com. Here’s what our eight tasters found. Note that because the 
coffees are so different, we did not rank them; instead, we give a rating for each. Calories are per container.
